metal axis is run torepresent the axis of 
the earth. To be perfect the globe must re- 
volye evenly its axis when the latter is 
held horizon » Without exhibiting any dis- 
position to stop with one side up rather than 
another. If it does not do so it must be ba)- 
anced by boring a hole in the lighter side 
and fastening within a little bag containing 
as many shot as may be requisite. Then 
the hole is plugged upand the surface is 
made even again. The next thing is to 
mark the surface off with pencil lines into 
mathematical segments corresponding pre- 


' cisely in shape with the sections of map 


that are to be pasted on. 

These map, sections are mace from copper 
plates in just the sizes and shapes required 
to fit the globes they are made for, one set, 
of course, covering the entire surface of a 
sphere. They are printed, many of them 
together, like dress patterns, on sheets of 
the finest linen paper, and are cut out care- 
fully with a sharp-pointed knife. To paste 
them on properly, so that they wil! meet 
perfectly at the edges and not show the 
lines of joining, requires great pains and 
skill. When this is accomplished the differ- 
ent countries and so forth are tinted by 
hand with water colors. There is no 
especial rule for this, saye that contrasts 
are sought to help the eye. Finally, the 
whole is overlaid with an astonishingly brilli- 
ant white varnish, which is of such almost 
metallic hardness thatit will wear indefi- 
nitely without scratching, preserving al- 
ways its brightness. 

Now the globe is done and ready for 
mounting. <A beautiful thing it is too—its 
printing as clear as copper-plate can make 
it, the colors vivid and, above all, correct 
in every detail according to the very latest 
geographical information. And yet the 
man who executed the plates employed to- 
day has been dead many years. His name 
was W.B. Annin, and itis said that his 
egualin map engraving doest not exist in 
the world at present. That is the reason 
why the plates he made are still in-use, be- 
cause they are betterthan any new ones 
that can be obtained. When any alteration 
is necessary, owing to geographical changes 
or discoveries, they are taken toa certain re- 
markable expert here in Boston, who beats

Pigott Suicides. 

Loxpon, March 2.—A Madrid dis- 
patch received this afternoon removes 
all doubt as to the identity of the man 
who shot himself yesterday, and the 
body has been fully identified as that 
of Pigott, by the officials of the British 
Embassy. On Thursday an interpeter 
showed Pigott the sights of Madrid. 
On that day Pigott sent a telegram ad- 
dressed ‘‘Ponsoby,’’ to the office in 
London of Soames, the Times so- 
licitor. This telegram announced his 
safe arrival in Madrid, and gave his 
address. Itis inferred that the En- 
glish Government learned from this 
telegram that Pigott was in Madrid. 
It is reported that a note-book contain- 
ing the addresses of a number of per- 
sons in Ireland was found on the body. 
Pigott’s suicide caused a sensation 
throughout England. Witnesses have 
started from Paris for Madrid for the 
purpose of formally identifying the 
body. The Madrid police intend to 
hold the effects of the suicide, pend- 
an order from the Court relative to 
their disposal. 

The telegram of Pigott, sent from 
Madrid on Thursday to Soames’ office 
in this city, was addressed to Shannon, 
the Zimes Dublin solicitor, not to 
Ponsoby, as first reported. On the re- 
ceipt of the telegram, Soames notified 


the police of the whereabouts of Pigott. | Goy 


The following is Pigott’s telegram to 
Shannon: ‘“ Please ask ‘8S’ to send 
me what you promised. Write Roland 
Ponsoby, Hotel Des Ambassaders, 
Madrid.”” Shannon wrote Pigott, 
denying that he promised him money. 
The police induced Soames not to send 
Shannon’s letter,and aclerk in Soames’ 
office, to detain Pigott in Madrid, 
wrote him, saying Shannon is in Ire- 
land, but when he returned the money 
would be sent.

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THE SNAKES OF TEXAS. 


tion a few that have come uhder my own 
would be to name not 


lightning and claps of thunder, which are 
so terrifying to bipeds and quadrupeds, 
seem to have the greatest charm and de- 
light for these members of the ophidian fam- 
lly. Whenever a thunderstorm comes up 
these snakes have a regular picnic. They 
come crawling out of holes, from behind 
rocks and rotten stumps and enjoy the fun 
while itlasts. Theirnature is quarreisome, 
their character flerce, and they are aggres- 
siveina high degree, which qualities are 
remarkabie in being possessed by a serpent 
that is both fangless and innocuous. 


The black snake is so well known ‘ all | 
North America that it is hardly worth notic- | 
ing him from this point of the world. We 
have two species in Texas; one which inhab- 
its marshy places, ponds, creek bottoms and 
shady spots, and another that livesin the 
mountains, among the rocks, and in the 
woods where dead, dry leaves are plentiful 
and young birds numerous. He is not a 
constrictor and he is not poisonous. Nearly 
all striking serpents have fangs, usually 
loaded with poison, while the constrictors 
seldom if ever strmke, preferring to affec- 
tionately squeeze their enemies to death. 
Green grass snakes, which are perfectly 
beautiful in this latitude; bead snakes like 
wise, milk, corn, garter and runners are 
entirely too common to discuss. | 

Coach- whips are remarkable in this coun- 
try for their tremendous length and their 
surprising speed. .The form of the reptile 
is elegantly slender, his coloringis of the 
most delicate beauty, and his constricting 
powers are scarcely even surpassed by 
boas, anacondas or pythons. He is cream 
or celay-colored, yery much like the hard- 
baked prairie over which he glides, is very 
long in proportion to his diameter, and his 
scales are arranged in such a manner that 
they closely resemble the plaited leather of 
awhip. The movements of the coach-whip 
are like chain lightning. Not endowed with 
poison, yet has he tremendous power of 
locomotion and terrible strength in his 
long, slender coils, which he wraps about 
and entangies the limbsin such a fashion, 
binding them to the body, and rendering 
his victim perfectly helpless. He forms his | 
coils into a living lasso, which are capable of | 
crushing almost any thing within the deadly | 
rings. 

A Mexican warned me upon my arrival in 
this country to beware of the coach-whip as 
I would of a rattlesnake, for a friend of his, 
after chasing one for somedistance and see- 
ing it dart into a hole, seized the reptile by | 
the tailand draggedit forth. Like a flash 
the snake threw itself upon the man, en- | 
veloping him in coil after coil, and would | 
have squeezed the life out of him had not 
my informer, who chanced to be near, 
caught it by the tail and unwrapped the 
coils. This is a very easy matter to do, for 
while his constricting powers are great, yet 
a child catching him by the tail could easily 
unwind his bands. 

Only recently, while going through a 
prairie-dog village a few hundred yards 
from this post, I saw a zigzag yellow streak 
darting across the ground, which proved to 
be a seven-foot coach-whip. I followed him 
atthe topof my speed, but he led me a 
lively chase Before 1 was able to overtake 
him. It was a neck-and-neck tace for a 
few minutes, but at last I gave him a rap 
with a long stick Iheidin my hand, which 
produced an instantaneous crisis. He 
leaped upon that stick like a shot, and in 
less than a second was squeezing it with all 
his force. I dropped the stick and let him 
havea few mirutes’. fun, after which I 
smashed his heed with a stone and skinned 
him. 

Rattlesnake pilots are asure indication 
that the true rattler is somewhere m the 
vicinity. They seem to desire the company 
of their dangerous kinsmen, and by some 
people pilots are often mistaken for the 
true. breed. They are in reality ground 
rattlesnakes, with the same diamond-back 
markings, are slightly poisonous, have a 
short, thick, chunky body, but no sign of 
rattle about them. Thereis another snake 
in Texas known as the pilot. He is also 
slightly poisonous, boasts large, yellow 
stripes along his body, and is covered with 
beautiful yellow zigzag lines on both sides. 

As a rule, poisonous and non-poisonous 
snakes are eternal enemies. The most 
deadiy serpent we have in America is the 
rattlesnake. The most harmiess of ophid- 


ilans are tue bull, black and king snakes, all | 


of whom will tackle and kill a rattler with- 
out the least hesitation.. There is no more 
deadiy reptile in the world, not excepting 
the cobra of Asia, the .Haje of Africa, or 
the Fer-de-Lance of Martinique than the 
terrible, bloated rattlesnake of the staked 
plains of Texas.

If he is wise he 
does not remonstrate, fora man stands by 
with atar brush which be will pop into his 
mouth if he parts his lips.

They made a straight course for 
the quarter-deck, where Neptune ques 
tioned the captain as to the ship, her desti 
nation, himself and the like. Then three 
quarts of rum were produced, and the 
shavers drank the captain's health. These 
ceremonies over, the novices were brought 
up and the skylarking began.
